There was also much 
treagure-trove in it in the way of litera- 
ture, coins, pictures, and other works of 
art, which Philip Il. brought back with 
him from hia wars in the Netherlands. 
At the time of its completion, the Escurial 
was called the eighth wonder of the 
world, bat for years past it has slowly 
been going to ruin, and has only been kept 
in partial repair by frequent grants from 
the Government, Unless the grand 
works of Murillo and Velasquez were 
there (which have sometimes been kept 
there}, it is not probable that the world of 
art has suffered materially in ite destrne 
tion. The loss in such a case is confined 
to the mere tawdry adornments of a pal- 
nee, the farnita:c of a monastery, and the 
‘unimportant relics of a lot of dead and 
gone Kings and their mothers, who have 
sunk their enmities and quarrels in one 
common holocaust.
